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THE QUESTION OF A WAR BONUS. 


A largely attended meeting was held under 
the auspices of the Railway Clerks’ Association 
in the Banba Hall, Dublin, last night, to dis- 
cuss the position of the Irish railway officials 
as affected by the abnormal increase in the 
cost of living, and to demand Government, in- 
tervention. Mr. W. B. McMahon, Chairman of 
the Irish Council, was moved to the chair. 

The Chairman said that for two years the 
major portion of the world had been engaged 
im a great struggle, but there was also a war 
raging in Ireland, where the people were 
straggling almost at death's door because of the 
unwarrantable, unpatriotic, and, perhaps, un- 
christian action of food vendors and profiteers. 
The Government had not done anything to, put 
an end to this profiteering business. If the 
Government were able to make provigion so far 
as the prices of hay and coal were concerned, 
they should also come im and protect the in- 
terests of the workers—and they should, if ne- 
cessaty commandeer the food required for the 
existence of the people. (Hear, hear.) The 
Dublin Corporation should long ago have in- 
terfered in this matter. (Hear, hear.) It should 
be remembered that 75 per cent. of the clerical 
workers of Ireland had not wages exceeding £2 
per week, and it was not possible for these men 
to support their families on such an income. 
The railwaymen of England had convinced the 
Goverament that they could not live on their

That, tha Government having 
effectively with the continuows and unwarrantable

Britain, this meeting calls upon the Irish members 
of Parliament to press upon the Government the 
urgent necessity of coming to an arrangement with 
the Irish railway companies, by which the presmng 
needs of the railway workers in Ireland—both men 
and women—for an immediate increase in salaries 
end wages may be adequately met. 

Mr. W. E. Williams, President of-the Associa- 
tion, speaking in support of the resolution, said 
that they must make up their minds to the fact 
that the interests of the workers in general, and 
the clerical workers in particular, in the United 
Kingdom are absolutely identical. (Applause.) 
Unfair advantage had been taken of the workers 
of all grades and classes in connection with the 
{ndustrial truce at the outbreak of the war. 
It was agreed by the railway clerks at the be- 

inning of the war to suspend all movements to 
ama their condition for the period of the 
war. Why did not the capitalists and employers 
act equally honourably and uphold the industrial 
truce ? ear, hear.) Railway employés could 
mow do nothing in the interests of their wives 
and children, except re-open a question which 
they had intended should remain in abeyance. 
If they thought this movement would have any 
prejudicial effect on the gallant lads at the front 
they would not be a party to allowing the 
movement to be carried on, Something should 
be done, and done quickly, in order to restore 
the position to near what it was like in July, 
1914. Public opinion must be brought to the 
side of the railway employés, and if that were 
done they must win in the end. They were 
now asking the Irish M.P.’s to bring pressure 
to bear on the Government on their behalf. In 
his (the speaker's) opinion, the Government 
should at once assume complete control of all 
the Irish railways as a preliminary to complete 
mationalisation, not primarily in the interest of. 
the railway employés, but primarily in the best 
fnterests of the Irish nation, and, secondly, in 
“uhe Best interests of men who contributed so 
much to the general success of the Irish com- 
munity as the railwaymen did. (Applause.)

The Leinster College of Irish has now com- 
pleted its tenth year, and the past session was 
fully up to the level of the many su 
years that preceded it.

now ascertained the successes achieved by their 
students in this year’s Intermediate examina- 
tions publish their records in the columns which 
we have again set apart for their advertise- 
ments to-day, In respect of most of these an- 
nouncements, further details were given in para- 
graphs which were printed in our news columns 
yesterday. It has to be remembered—whether 
it is a good thing or an avoidable thing is an- 
other matter—that the success of a school’s 
pupils in the Intermediate examinations is the 
only test which can readily be applied by the 
public to the comparative quality of the in- 
struction given in the various large secondary 
schools of Ireland. The school announcements 
have a particular value this year for persons 
who are secking to arrive at a comparative 
estimate, because, as the public is aware, the 
lists issued by the Intermediate Board now 
mention neither pupils nor school, Only the 
examination numbers are given. We should 
have been able to give a comparative table re- 
lating at least to those schools which have sent 
us their announcements, but that some schools 
ive total distinctions, and others give only net 
Tetinesldna. We think that schools are fully 
entitled to give total distinctions—that is to 
say, not only those which will be awarded, but 
those also for which their pupils have qualified 
by marks, but will not receive them because 
the winning of a superior distinction disqualifies 
the winner from receiving an inferior. On the 
other hand, it may be said that the marks on 
which one distinction has been awarded have 
counted also te the award of others, but that 
is not always the case. Some schools, at all 
events—particularly the boys’ schools—announce 
only those distinctions which will be recognised 
by the Commissioners. Thé difference may be 
iustrated by the advertisement of Kilkenny 
College. It announces 2%, exhibitions, medals, 
and prizes, but mentions that 25 further exhibi- 
tions and prizes were gained by boys disqudli- 
fied by winning higher awards. Its net distine- 
tions are 27 and its total distinctions 52. Most 
of the girls’ schools, on the other hand, give the 
figures for total distinctions. If one had the 
details it would be possible, of course, to make 
out separate comparative tables, based on total 
and net distinctions. Either method of dis- 
crimination could then be adopted by readers. 

Amongst the advertisements under the special 
heading of “Educational Establishmenitg” will 
also be found to-day announcements in connec- 
tion with the Pembroke Technical Schools and 
their courses in commerce, domestic economy, 
and motor engineering; the Ableth Studio 
(Royal Drawing Society's method); and the 
Leinster College of Irish.

Frederick McGarry threw the gun on the 
dresser and ran out, but came back afterwards 
with her brother and the servant boy, and 
said—'‘ Oh, Katie, what will I do?’’ The jury 
returned a verdict of death from shock and 
hemorrhage, caused by a shot from a gun fired 
by Frederick McGarry.
